Camo, June 10th, 1862. 

There has been no arrival to-day from Pitts- 
burg Landing or the fleet since tho DeSoto. 

Brigadier Generals Sullivan and Dodge ar- 
rived to-day with orders to report—the former 
tq Pittsburg Landing, and the latter to Colum- 
As stated in another dispatch, intelligence 
was brought about noon to-day that the Con- 
federate steamer Gen. Bragg, captured in the 
late navalengagement at Memphis, was about 
seven miles below Cairo, disabled, having 
broken her piston rod. Capt. Pennock im- 
mediately dispatched the steamer V.F. Wil- 
sop, and the new naval hospital boat 
Red Rover, to her relief. They ar- 
rived with the Gen. Bragg early this 
evening, and the steamer now lies at the naval 
wharf boat, where she is being visited by 
hundreds of the curiona’ The Gen. Bragg is 
a sea going Steamer, formerly owned in 
Mexico and running in the New Orbeans a-d 
Galveston trade. She registers 1,080 tons. 
Her engines were rendered secure tem fed- 
eral shot by huge bulwarks of sol timber at 
least three feet thick, fastened and dolted in 
the strongest manner. Between this and the 
sides of the steamer were placed Dales of cot- 
ton, extending inthe hold the entire length 
of the vessel, There are two pilot houses, 
one on the main and the other on the burri- 
cane deck. Im the latter az image was placed 
to ‘represent a pilot, bet the main pilo;, 
honse was on the ‘wer deck. These 
were ..rendered jmpervious to sbot by 
timber protection three feet thick and plated 
with iron, and further protected by two 
rows of cotton bales, 

There are three shots in her hull and aumer- 
ous indentations made by the bullets of our 
sharpehooters. Naval men say that the pilot 
eald to have been shot by Capt. Stembel of 
the Clocinnati, during the engagement above 
Fort Pillow, was the image above mentioned. 
The larboard side of the Bragg was stove in 
duricg the engagement above Craighead Point, 
and at the period of the Memphis fight, had 
net been repaired. I understand she will be 
repaired immediat«ly and made to do yeoman 
service in the work bf putting a period to this 
rebellion. 

Lieut. Bishop of the Benton is in charge of 
the prize. She mounts two guns, (thirty-twos,) 
one fore and the other aft-—beth bearing the 
United States stamp and dated 1842. Theyare 
evidently stoien guns. Lieut. Bishop, frst 
Neutepant and executive officer of the Ben- 
ton, has recently been promoted to the rank 
of lieutenant commanding the General Bragg. 
When the Bragg wae taken possesston of by 
the Federal forces it was found that the cot- 


_ ton in her bold was set on fire by a barsting 


shell from the Benton, and several aitempts 
were made to extinguish the flames. jn thig 
service two sailors belonging to the dagship 
were suffocated. Fourth master Geo. P. Lord 
then went into the hold and succeeded, after 
considerable difficulty, in putting a stop to the 
impending conflagration. 

W bile groping about between the decks, he 
found a piece of slow match commuaicating 
with ber magazine lighted, and within a few 
feet of the powder, He pulled it out and ex- 
tinguished the fire, thus preventing ly his 
bravery what came near proving a tremendous 
explosion.
